clerk in cashier's office, shot through 
the body while standing at his desk, 
died half an hour later; John B. John- 
son, motorman, shot through head, 
died instantly. Injured: William B. 
Edmond, receiving clerk, shot in left 
thigh while at his desk, will recover; 
Henry Biehl, shot in the head, will re- 
cover. 


Three of those shot were, working 


in the cashier's office and the other 
was a motorman who was asleep in 
the outer office. The men in the office 
were shot before they were aware of 
of the robbers' presence, and the mo- 
torman was killed as he was rising 
from a bench where he had been 
asleep.
